JAPANESE WISE SAYINGS. 


A Gentleman, Stunned by the Stock Ex- 


change Uproar, Recalls Some of Them. 
An American gentleman lately re. 


turned to this city after » prolonged 
residence in Japan was recently dis- 
covered in tho Stock Exchange by a re- 
porter. Ho was standing outside the 
rail, erect, uncovered, and as solemn 
as though assisting at the 'ceremonial 
of some mystic and awful religious 
rite. His Oriental 
gravity, 
as 
ho 


watched unmoved tho furious actions 
and frantic gestures ot the apparently 
iii'-ano brokers, suggested the fateful 
calm of tho typical New Zealander con- 
templating the London Bridge after a 
dynamite scare. He recognized 
the 


reporter, whom he greeted cordially 
but mutely, as ho refused to utter or 
listen to a word until both had escaped 
from the din und found themselves 
in 
tho 
comparative 
quiet 
of 
a 


neighboring restaurant. 
There, after 


seating 
himself 
at 
a table 
and 


passing his hand across his forehead in 
a dazea fashion he found his voice—a 
voice faint and low at first, like that of 
one who had just suffered from severe 
shock or a surgical operation. 


"You can hardly imagine how a 


native of Japan would bo afl'octed by 
Hiioh a Head's carnival as we havo just 
witnessed," ho said, "The Japanese 
arc such great slaves to etiquette that I 
doubt if they could forget even in sleep 
the iron rulo of conventional propriety. 
They are never voluble or noisy and 
are apt at expressing in a few words, 
by proveibs and epigrams, ideas that 
less conservative nations, like our own, 
elaborate. 
What, for example, could 


be more appropriate to the financial 
exhaustion of some of those shouting, 
and perhaps sinking brokers, than tho 
^Japanese proverb, 'Man may shout 
when he can no longer swim?' 
" 'While the tongue works, the brain 


sleeps,' is another saying of theirs ex- 
pressing their contempt for many- 
wordccl men. 
Even oratory, as our 


'stump speakers understand the term, 
is discouraged or barely tolerated. In- 


{dccd, they aro fond oi condensing and 
foiling down ideas, and, I fear, if a 
Japanese statesman were Introduced 
to'one of Mr. Ev arts' complete een- 
ti'iiuos, ho would call for a 'fan to 
scatter a fog,' or would gravely regard 
lit as the first draft ot a new commer- 
cial treaty to bo read backward. 
" 'lie is a wise man viiio can preach 


a short sormoi,' and 'tho silent roan is 
otttm \vorth listening to,' are Jap say- 
ings to tho same pftect. 
They aro, also, 


ns ,v people quick at repartee, their wit 
is keen and tempered, and they can 
often administer a perfect snub in 
brief, terse form. I remember an in- 
stance of this that struck me forcibly 
at the lime, though I had by no mfans 
yet mastered tho niceties of the lan- 
guage. 
I was loitering in Yoddo wait- 


ing orders, and I stopped into a courft 
or examination room where a trial waa 
going on. Tho oaso was one Involving 
Iho possession and ownership of a cer- 
tain piece of property about which two 
brothers had violently^quarrelod. 
Tho 


.holder, who was clearly not the rightful 
.owner, had ahsaultod and ejected hia 
brother, and was protesting his right 
to defend his claim. Tho examiner) 
listened very patiently to him until hfi 
elosed with the words, 'Even a cui 
mav bark at his own gate,' when a 
Judge quaintly voiced tho universal 
judgment, as if stating an abstract 
point of law, 'A dog that has no gatd 
lutes at his own risk.' This was tha 
only judgment rendered, but it ^vvas 
final," 


'•Are not the Japanese exceedingly 


ipolito, like the French?" asked the re< 
porter. 


"Scrupulously so, and, I think, tin- 


like tha French, naturally so. Tho 
exquisite delight of htaimg a strangen 
who 
dines 
in 
public 
away from 


his 
dinner, 
so 
often 
practiced 


in France and, I observe, 
some- 


times 
copied'*—glancing nt a per- 


sistent starer at the next table—"m 
our own country, would not be under- 
stood or appreciated in Niphon, and 
•practical jokes >iro imported into that 
polito empire. Another of, their pro- 
verbs, 'To bo ovcrpolito is to bo rude,' 
tells the wholestory of thoircoiiccption 
of true courtesy. Why, oven their 
familiar form of salutation, 'May to- 
morrow bo all you wish,' if a littlo 
heathenish in Its flattering nomination 
of you as Iho future clerk of th 3 weath- 
er, is, after all, tho esscntia. oil of 
politeness and very soothing wlien you 
know that if tho weather to-raoirow b(| 
bad you will not be hold responsible! 
for it."

thisers in Japan,'' observed the re- 
porter, who had oneo tried to obtain 
a mother-in-law, but had failed. 


"Exactly. But you ca» not call many

For instance, 'Dig two graves before 
cursing a 
neighbor' and 'Toll no 


f enrols to thy servant' are not bad rules 
to follow. I have sometimes wondered, 


too, 
whether the Baid of Avon, stole 


the Japanese proverb, 'A man who 
lends money to a friend shall never see 
either his friend or his money again,' 
which icc.ills the sago advice of Polo- 
nius to his son, 'For loan oft loseth 
both itself and friend ' The Japanese 
savings, "To know the new search the 
old' and 'If yon hate a man let him 
live,' and even thoir 'Famous swords 
»re made of iron scrapiags' are old 
friends in new dress. But I must bo 


off," 
looking at his watch and at the 


reporter reproachfully, "I am late now. 
Good day '' 


"May to-morrow be all you wish," 


muttered the reporter, as he watched 
his friend hurrying across the street 
through the deluge of ram and sleet.—

"DO MISSIONS PAY?" 


The Question the Subject or a Minister's 


Sermon. 


The above was the subject ot a sermon 


delivered last evening from the pulpit in 
the audience room at the First M. E. 
Church, in the presence of a large con- 
gregation. The minister was Rev. George 
E. Sorimger, pastor of the Second Meth- 
odist church at Springfield, who lent his 
services in the interest and success of the 
missionary meeting conducted by Bev. 
Coultas, assisted by Bev. W. H. Wilder, 
the presiding elder. After the opening 
exercises, the visiting clergyman stated 
in the outset that the primary object of 
mission work was the salvation ot souls; 
missions pay in the conversion of men. 
Jesus Christ was the first, the great mis- 
sionary, and no one who believes in Chris- 
tianity will say that the Gospel has not 
done good in the world. Hastily and 
brieily the speaker called attention to the 
extent of the mission work in the 18th 
century, but more time and comparative 
figures were given up to the growth and 
great extent of mission work in the pres- 
ent century. It was stated that since 
1810 this country had contributed over 
857,000,000 to missions. The question 
arises, does this vast expenditure pay? 
To show that it does, attention was called 
to the wonderful, even astounding in- 
crease of professing Christians in foreign 
lands. Since the beginning of the pres- 
ent century 150,600,000 copies of the Bible 
have been printed for circulation, 60,000 
inhabitants of the Fiji Islands now read 
the Gospel, and 25,000 are professing 
Christians: inhabitants of other heathen 
lands know the Gospel and believe in 
God; the influence spreads and growp. 
Africa is being opened up to the light of 
the Gospel; China and India are being 
permeated with the Christian inlluence; 
so with Japan and Syria, Corea and 
France, and everywhere we may look we 
see that the countries are giving way to 
the Christian religion. In the foreign 
mission work the Methodists have 2,011 
workers abroad, and 2,381 active workers 
in the home field. As a result of the for- 
eign work, there are thousands of com- 
municants and thousands of children at- 
tending the schools connected with the 
grand work. Not all the money contrib- 
uted goes to foreign lands; nearly two- 
thirds of each cent given is used for the 
home mission work. Mission work does 


pay, 
as the number of converts and the 


general good accomplished will show. 
The field of tho mission work is one, the 
same at home as it is abroad. The Gos- 
pel should go wherever there is sin. 
There is no distinction. It is impossible 
to do any great work for the homo mis- 
sions without its influence spreading to 
the foreign wftk. Both go together. 


Rev. Scrimger, who is a young man, a 


ready and forcible talker, closed his ex- 
cellent address by making a patriotic 
allusion to Gen. Grant, for whose recov- 
ery he devoutly prayed, and with an elo- 
quent appeal to Christian people to stand 
firm and active in the grand army of 
missionary workers.

POTATOES. 


> In Relation to Tab 
tied Esculent. 


Potatoes tiro three-fourths water. 


Tho DollJ mattor consists largely ol 
starch, with n email quantity ot nlbu- 
m«u aiul mineral matter held In solu- 
tion In tho juice. Tho quantity ol 
stnrch Increases during autumn and re- 
nrnln.s stationary during tho winter. 
The sprouts In potatoes should be re- 
moved an ioon as they appear, since U 
they are allowed to grow they exhaust 
the'stftruh and rentier the potatoes unlit 
for food. PoUtoos should bo kept iu.n 
dry, cool collar. Potatoes belong to 
tho damn poisonous order as tobacco 
and nlpht-slmilc, and contain an acid 
juice which is unpleasant to tho taste 
nnil oiton renders them Indigestible. 
This lloa in nml ncur tho rind of tho po- 
tato, and Is drawn out bv tho heat. 
Whnn tho potatoes nrobakecl It escapes 
in the Htn-nni If they aro opened at 
once, nnit wlmn thny are boiled it is ab- 
sorbed l>y tho wiitor. Potatoes when 
lirst pi'dcd aru white, but turn brown 
on rxposuro to tho air. For this rea- 
son they should bo covered with cold 
water as soon as they are peeled. NDW 
potatoes are watery, as tho starch IB 
not fully formed and they have a very 
thin skin, which may bo rubbed or 
scrnpod off. Boiled potatoes should be 
served a.s soon as they aro soft, and 
should bo lervod tho moment the heat 
oursts all the starch grains—which 
may easily be determined by their soft 
ipxture when pierced with a fork—else 
the starch will absorb water, and the 
Dotatoos become pasty and unwhole- 
IOIIIB. To prepare tho potatoes a la 
neir/r select potatoes of a uniform size; 
iviisli them and mirub them with a brush 
kept for tho purpose; pare them, and 
nut them Immediately In cold water. 
Put them Into Coiling; salted water, al- 
lowing one quart of water and one 
teaspoouful ot salt for six large pota- 
toes. Cook half an hour, or until soft, 
but not until broken: drain off every 
droj> ol water. When 'they are well 
drained and mealy boat them thor- 
oughly with a fork, add salt to taste, 
anil servo at once piled lightly on a hot 
dish.— tioston Advertiser.
